Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4, 7-10, 31, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nestell et al (US 6,000,814). 

Nestell et al provide an apparatus including a polycarbonate polymer film or lens (24; 
col. 6, lines 14-17) comprising an ultra-high barrier coating(s) (27a; col. 6, lines 20-25 and col. 3, 
lines 45-52); and a fixture (28) comprising at least one inner member (see lead line area to 31) 
and at least one outer member (30), wherein said at least one inner member and said at least one 
outer member are configured to secure said film or lens therebetween (see Figs. 7 and 9). 

With respect to one of the inner and outer members comprising a mask portion or 
aperture portion, Nestell et al provide each of the members with a masking portion. The area of 
both the inner and outer members in contact with the lens would effect a masking portion with 
the opposite side of each of the inner and outer members being an exposed portion. 

Nestell et al provide for an intermediate layer (27c) defining an interface member 
disposed between the inner and outer members. 
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Both the inner and outer members have rounded or curved corners or ends as shown in 
Fig. 9 (see area about lead line of 27C and area left of lead line 27B). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nestell et 
al (US 6,000,814). 

Nestell et al provide an apparatus as mentioned above but is silent concerning the inner 
and outer members as well as the film comprising the same material or having the same physical 
(i.e., thermal) properties. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to make all of the members and film from the same material in the event that the members and 
film are heat processed to form a single integral element. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
